F"or shipping, the berries are picked before they are ripe and so that 
refreshing taste is lost.

If set this summer these plants will bear some berries this fall and a 
full crop next year. The ease with which these plants can be grown

This offer is of special value to people at their summer or country 
homes during July and August. It gives them an opportunity to look 
after the planting personally. 

In buying the pot grown plant there is practically no danger of dam- 


age in transit, as they are shipped in the rich ball of earth in which 
they are grown and are growing when you plant them. 

Culture for Home Garden. Any fair soil will be satisfactory for 
strawberry culture but always remember that the richer the soil the 
better the crop. Apply rotted manure to the land and spade under. A 
little bone meal added is good. 

The planting can best be done in holes that are plenty large enough 
to spread out the roots to such a depth that the crown of the plant 
just projects above the surface. A fine mulch should be preserved 
around the plant by frequent cultivation. Blossoms should be picked 
off as soon as formed this first season. A few plants may be allowed 
to bear fruit. As soon as the ground freezes up use a layer of some loose 
straw to a depth of 5 to 6 inches. Remove this in the spring.

Everbearing Pot Grown Strawberries 


The best method to follow with everbearers is to cut off all buds as 
they appear until late in July, thus conserving the strength of the plant 
for the fall crop. Treated in this manner, an abundant crop of berries^ 
may be looked for from late August until November. Good cultivation 
is essential to bringing about the best results and plenty of water should 
be given to the plants.

These trees are three to four feet in height, branched 
and well rooted, $3.00 each, $30.00 per dozen.

This, 
with the Kalmia Latifolia and Azalea, are the three best 
broad-leaved evergreens for large plantations in woodlands, 
in the border and on the banks of streams and ponds.

Kalmia Latifolia. One of the grandest of our native, broad- 
leaved, evergreen shrubs. In cultivation it is a broad, thick 
shrub and, when in full bloom, of surpassing beauty. The 
wheel-shaped flowers in close terminal corymbs, pure white 


to pink, appear in May or June in such profusion as almost to 
smother the foliage. Its thick shiny leaves, conspicuous the 
year round, make it a shrub of greatest value for massing. 
The hardiness of Kalmia Latifolia is beyond doubt, it being 
found sparingly in Nova Scotia and increasingly in abundance 
through New England and the Middle Atlantic states particu- 
larly in the higher altitudes, till the crest of the southern Alle- 
ghanies is reached.
